Notification 

S.R.O. 198, dated 23rd June 1961. — The follow : -w draft of certain rates to amend 
the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Cass I and Class II) Rules, 1951, 
which the Central Government proposes to mak« in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (cc) of sub-section (2) of section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of the said 
section, for the information of all persons likelv to be affected thereby; and notice 
is herebv given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after 
the 8th August 1961. 

Any objections or suggestions which may he received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the dates so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 

1, These rules mav be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II) Amendment Rules, 1961, 

2. fl) In the Military Lands and Cantonmpnts (Class I and Class II) Rules, 
1951, for clause (H) of rule 8, the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(ii) A candidate shall be required to obtain 50 per cent of the total marks 
in Hindi paper and 66 per cent in each of the other papers for a pass 
in that paper, A candidate who fails to obtain the pass marks in 
any paper, shall be required to sit again only in the paper in which 
he has failed.”

Hindi — Maximum Marks 50. 

(a) Written. 

One paper of one hour’s duration. Knowledge of Hindi upto IV standard 
expected. Candidates will be required to translate given passages 
from English to Hindi (Devnagri script) and vice versa. 


(b) Oral. 

Reading of Hindi books and conversation in Hindi. 

Under ‘Notes’ at the end, the following notes shall be inserted, namely: — 
Notes — 

(i) Candidates shall sit for the examination at the Headquarters of the 

Command in which their Cantonments are situated. 

(ii) The examination shall be conducted by the Deputy Director, Military 

Lands and Cantonments. 

(lii) Candidates who wish to appear for the examination must submit their 
names to the Deputy Director, Military Lands and Cantonments, the 
Command, by the 1st February and 1st August, 

(iv) The Deputy Director, Military Lands and Cantonments will, as soon as 

possible after the dates mentioned in (iii) above, forward a list of 
names of candidates to the Director, Military Lands and Cantonments. 

(v) Each examining Officer will be furnished with a nominal roll of the 

candidates and no candidate whose name docs not appear on the roll 
will be permitted to sit for the examination. 

(vi) The examination in Paper VIII will apply only to those probationers 

who were appointed to the Service on or after the 22nd May 1954, or 
having been appointed earlier, were warned that they would’ be 
required to pass a test in Hindi.”

Cantonment Regulations Bye-Laws 

8.R.O. 199, dated 22nd June 1981. — The following bye-laws for regulating the 
erection of any enclosure, fence, tent, awning or other temporary structure of 
whatsoever material or nature on any land situated within the Cantonment of 
Babma, made by the Cantonment Board, Babina, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (18) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act 1924 
(2 of 1924), are published for general information, the same having’ been 
previously published and having been approved and confirmed by the Central 
Government, as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of' the said Act 
namely: — ' 
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BYE-LAWS FOR REGULATING THE ERECTION OF ANY ENCLOSURE, 
FENCE, TENT, AWNING OR OTHER TEMPORARY STRUCTURE, 

1. No enclosure, fence, tent, awnijig or other temporary structure of whatso- 
ever material or nature shall be erected on any land situated within the limits 
of Babina Cantonment without the permission in writing of the Executive Officer. 

2. Permission to erect the temporary structure referred to in bye-law I may 
be given by the Executive Officer subject to such conditions as may be imposed 
by the Board in this behalf. 

3. Permission under bye-law 2 mav be given for a period not exceeding twelve 
months in each individual case and shall not be renewable; 

Provided that the previous concurrence of the Military Estates Officer shall 
be obtained in respect of areas not under the management of the Board. 

4. Any person committing a contravention of bye-law 1 shall on conviction by 
a Magistrate, be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in the 
case of continuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to 
Tve rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after con- 
viction for the first such contravention.

Cantonment Regulations Bye-laws 

S.R.O. 200, dated 23rd June 1901. — The following bye-laws for the regulation 
of the collection and recovery of tax on buildings, lands and of the conservancy 
tax made bv the Cantonment Board, Babina in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (3). of section 282 of the Cantonment Act, lb24 (2 of 1924) are hereby 
published for general information, the same having been previously published 
and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required 
by sub -section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely:— 

BYE-LAWS FOR THE COLLECTION AND RECOVERY OF THE TAX ON 
BUILDINGS LANDS AND OF THE- CONSERVANCY TAX. 


1. When a building is situated in a compound and the building and compound 
are ordinarily occupied by the same person the annual rent of the building and 
compound shall be calculated together. 

2. The Executive Officer shall cause to be prepared at the beginning of each 
year a demand and collection register in which the names of all persons liable 
to pay the tax shall be entered, and may use such register to be corrected from 
time to time os may he required. 

3. The demand and collection register of the tax on buildings and lands and 
of the conservancy tax shall be in the forms attached to these bye-laws, 

4. The entries in the demand and collection registers shall be checked by the 
Executive Officer or such member or responsible officer as the Executive Officer 
may appoint in this behalf who shall place his initials against each item of demand. 
If any alteration is made in the demand the information or order in accordance 
with which it has been made shall be noted in column 17. 

5. (1) The tax on buildings and lands and conservancy tax shall be payable 
quarterly in advance on the 1st April, 1st July, 1st October and 1st January of 
each year provided that any person so desirous may pay the whole year’s tax or 
any portion of the year’s tax in advance. 

(2) Both the taxes shall be paid to the Executive Officer at the Cantonment 
Office. 

6. The Executive Officer may appoint one or more inspectors whose duty it 
shall be to see that every house or building which is liable to the tax has been 
assessed and to report to that Authority all cases in which assessment should be 
made or should be revised. These inspectors may be specially appointed in this 
behalf, or the duties of the office may be imposed on any officer already otherwise 
employed under the Cantonment Board.
